Former acquaintances of HENRI TYCZYNSKI described him as being 
short tempered, a drunkard and emotionally unstable. ■ - «w ' 
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CHESTER GRACZYK, Club Steward, Polish Wkr Veterans #24, 56 BeiCh 
Avenue, Bridgeport, Connecticut, advised on April 10, 1958, that HENRY 
TYCZYNSKI frequented that club on several occasions in 1957* He said that , 
TYCZYNSKI lived in Bridgeport for approximately four or five months in 1957 in a . 
room which he rented on Beach Avenue. GRACZYK stated that TYCZYNSKI never had 
much to say when he was sober, but when he was drinking, which was quite frequently, 
he was loud and boisterous and very hard to get along with. Mr. GRACYZIC advised 
that every time TYCZYNSKI qame to his club, he became intoxicated. Continuing 
GRACZYK related that TYCZYNSKI mentioned on one occasion that he had been a , 
member of a boxing team and got political asylum when the boxing team was fighting 
in West Germany. GRACZYK said + hat TYCZYNSKI worked for the Metro Body Company 
for a few months prior to his leaving Bridgeport for New York City. GRACYZK 
said that the last he heard of TYCZYNSKI he was incarcerated 1“ jail in New Tork 
City for stabbing the owner of the Polish National Hone Bar located there. 

JOHN BEHUNCIK, 459 Beach Averrue, Bridgeport, advised on April 11, 

1958 that HENRY TYCZYNSKI rented a room from him at that address from July, 

1957 until October, 1957, when he asked him to leave because he burned up the 
mattress in. his room. BEHUNCIK advised TYCZYNSKI told him he was a displaced 
person and -that he originally came from Warsaw, Poland. He said that TYCZYNSKI ■

always carried a chip on his shoulder and was very short tempered. Continuing 
hej stated that TYCZYNSKI drank excessively and he recalled on several occasions 
observing TYCZYNSKI sleeping in the hall or in the yard because he was in such 
an[ inebriated condition he was unable te get te his roes. Mr. BEHUNCIK stated 
that TYCZYNSKI spoke several times about how unhappy he was here in this country 
and talked frequently, ef committing suicide. He concluded by saying that he 
definitely was of the opinion that TYCZYNSKI was emotionally unstable. 

WILLIAM A. SNOW, Personnel Onager, Metre Body Company, 151 Kossuth 
Street^^idgepafrt', advised on April 11, 1958, that his records reflected that 
HENN Y/TYCZYNSK I/ was employed as a laborer from April 3 , 1957 until August 20, 

19§jr ' when he was terminated because he failed te report for work. Mr. SNOW 
advis«a that TYCZYNSKI did net get along well with his fellow employees and they 
were imppy to see him leave there. He stated his records reflected TYCZYNSKI 
V s bora May 29. 1?28 at Warsaw, Poland , that his father was jAN TYCZYNSKI and 
his mother STANISLAWA TYCZYNSKI, deceased, that he entered the United States 

on February 14, 1957 at Hew York City under alien registration # A 11035298 and 
tiiat he served as a PFC in the Polish Army from 1949 through 1951* He was 
formerly employed by the Bridgeport Heogital for nine days from February 18, 

1957 te February 28, 1957. He stated that his social security number is 
042-32-1260. Mr. SNOW concluded by saying that the last address they had for 
TYCZYNSKI was 459 Beach Avenue, Bridgeport, Cenneeticut. 
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
